A Tribute to Able 


Guernseys that are commercially competitive 


This has been the stated objec- 
tive of the American Guernsey 
Association (AGA) for the past five 
years. One bull, whose daughters 
have met and continue to meet this 
objective, is featured in this issue of 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, 
Rozelyn DM Ernies Able. High 
production has been Able’s trade- 
mark, but he has offered more than 
just milk. His daughters have been 
good testing cows as well. With his 
current summary of +32 pounds of 
protein, +.00% protein, +41 pounds 
of butterfat and -.02% butterfat, 
Able is a bull for dairymen produc- 
ing for the cheese market. 

While being commercially com- 
petitive starts with production, it 
does not end there and neither does 
Able. His percentage of daughters 
culled in first lactation (% CUL) has 
consistently been much better than 
almost all Al bulls. In fact, only one 
bull among the top 20 PTI bulls has 
a lower % CUL rating than Able. 
Cows that do not have to be culled 
during their first lactation are 
commercially competitive. 

Able does not have a lot of All- 
American daughters or show win- 
ners to his credit, but he does trans- 
mit functional type traits. His udder 
depth rating of “shallow 1.0” to- 
gether with his “breakeven” ratings 
for stature and strength indicate 
that his daughters are intermedi- 
ate size with udders that are car- 
ried well above the hocks. Cer- 
tainly these type of cows are good to 
work with day in and day out. Able 
works best when bred to cows that 
are strong, but need more dairiness 
and more set to their rear legs. 

Finally, Able’s consistency has 
been an attribute. He has not been 
a “six month wonder” bull. He 
made his debut at 13th on the 
active-Al listinJuly, 1984 and moved 
as high as third in January, 1985 
with his first group of daughters. 
When his “second crop” daughters 
started to enter milking herds in 
1988, his production proof moved 
higher. Not since Maurana Wis 
Telestar, in January 1986, has a 
Guernsey bull had over 900 daugh- 
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ters in his production proof and 
ranked as high as sixth on the 
active-Al list. 

Able also provides proof that 
young sire programs do benefit the 
breed. Able was sampled and proven 
by Western Guernsey Sires in coop- 
eration with Select Sires. Like his 
predecessor at WGS, Welcome 
Choice Admiral, Able probably would 
not have been AI sampled and his 
genetics would have been lost if not 
for the young sire program. Only by 
sampling a large number of bulls 
through a variety of programs can 
the best genetics surface. 

In these days of rapid genetic 
improvemen, and turnover of the 
active-AI list, Able has stood the 
test of time. Certainly his high pro- 
duction, low cull rate, functional 
type, and high level of reliability, 
make Able a bull for commercially 
competitive Guernsey breeders.

1973 we bought Ernest 
Zabel's herd of seven cows. 
We were trying to buy 
whole, small herds, as we 
tried to expand. Ernie kept 
three heifers that he had. One of 
these seven cows was Dixie’s gran- 
dam, Zabels CC Lisa. The story could 
have ended there since she broke 
her leg on the truck on the way to 
Rozelyn Farm and was disposed of. 

When those three heifers fresh- 
ened, we were cash poor and he 
sold them to somebody else, except 
for one heifer, who had a heifer calf 
which he raised. This was “Dixie,” 
who was born in 1975. In 1978, 
following the Western National 
Guernsey Show in Puyallup, my 
brother Marv, Janet Forsyth Zweeg- 
man and Dean Forsyth went to visit 
the Zabels. Ernie told them at that 
time that in his 40 years of dairying 
he had never had a two-year-old 
that milked like “Dixie.” He said he 
would consider selling her to us 
since she would probably give too 
much milk the next year for him to 
handle. 

A month or so later, Marv was 
delivering a young bull to Valley 
Gem Farm and being in the area 
with the trailer, stopped to see if he 
could buy “Dixie,” who was just 
dried off. Ernie Zabel had passed 
away the day before and this was 
not a time to make a cow deal, but 
a month later, Mrs. Zabel agreed to 
sell “Dixie” to us for $1,800. 

This started the partnership on 
Zabels FWP Dixie, owned in part by 
Rozelyn Farm and W. Dean For- 
syth. Dean raised half the needed 
funds to buy her. I think it was in 
early October of 1978, that this 
beautiful, long-legged, shallow bod- 
ied, very dry cow came to Rozelyn. 
She calved in a month with a huge 
bull calf which we named in honor 
of Ernest Zabel, Rozelyn D M Ernies 
Able. I guess we kept Able on a 
hunch that he might be good or at 
least because we needed a young 
bull to “clean up,” breeding on heif- 
ers and cows. “Dixie” moved to Colo- 
rado with Dean at the end of 1980, 


when the partnership between 
myself and my brother ended. 

We also knew that other great 
cows had come from the Zabels 
herd, one being the great JL Prin- 
cess cow who was the dam of Pre- 
mier and several other good AI sons 
of the 1970's. It is a coincidence 
that the next good Rozelyn bull, 
Pats Prince, a Premier son came 
right behind Able. He was used on 
many of the Able daughters. 

One always has hopes that his 
bull will turn out to be great. “Dixie: 
made tremendous records asa three 
and four-year-old, while at Rozelyn. 
We hoped that maybe Able would 
inherit and pass on Dixie’s tremen- 


average. This has always been my 
greatest disappointment, that his 
type average over many daughters 
still has not reached break even. 

It is sort of a coincidence, but 
Able’s success did not market any 
more bulls for a long time. It was 
nearly 10 years from Ables birth 
until any more bulls with a Rozelyn 
prefix entered Al, these being the 
ET’s from “Jackie” and Pats Prince 
last year. 

Able’s greatest contribution is 
siring a will to milk. They seem to do 
it with such ease. 

We used Able, because he was 
available. We thought Ernie Zabel 
had made a good mating and when

called Able, “The Production Spe- 
cialist” and rightfully so. 

We agreed to house Able for 
Western Guernsey Sires and then 
he was put to work breeding heif- 
ers. Except for “Janene,” Jackie's 
dam, almost all of the other heifers 
were from very low index cows. Able 
truly started a new generation of 
high production. His daughters on 
first lactation were milking any- 
where from 60 to over 80 pounds 
per day. his type on the first two 
appraisals of his daughters here 
was about three points above our 


“Dixie” became the highest produc- 
ing, fastest milking cow we had ever 
had, we knew we were making a 
good decision. Our greatest worry 
after Able worked so well here, was 
that maybe I might have somehow 
handled his daughters with special 
care and that someday his proof 
might drop and come back to haunt 
us. Now with nearly 1,000 daugh- 
ters nationwide, we feel that the 
Lord has helped us to make our 
small contribution to the progress 
of the Guernsey breed.

No one recollects the “Select” his- 
tory behind the genetic development 
of Rozelyn D M Emnies Able better than 
John Hecker. With 40 years in AI sire 
procurement, he has the respect of 
numerous Guernsey breeders from 
coast to coast. Involved with young 
sire sampling since the 1940s, Hecker 
remembers all too well the infancy 
years of Guernsey sampling groups. 
Their challenge as breeder groups was 
to select the type of pedigrees that 
would be of interest to AI studs. 

“Rozelyn D M Ernies Able was a 
young bull Select Sires was particu- 
larly interested in. He was a Maverick 
son. That in itself had more bearing on 
our decision to sample Able than 
anything else,” remembers Hecker. 
“Maverick was popular at the time and 
we were already using him for sons.” 

“The fact that Western Guernsey 
Sires gave us an opportunity tosample 
a Maverick son out of a real good cow 
enhanced the decision. She also wrote 
a ‘Select’ pedigree, i.e. Patrician x Fond 
Prince x Corporal. That was another 
plus.” says Hecker. “I might add...this 
was the first calf we sampled with 
them.” 

Travel itinerary did not allow Hecker 
to personally evaluate Zabels F W P 
Dixie, except on paper. “We accepted 
Able on pedigree. I did not see “Dixie” 
until after we picked up the bull. She 
was at Rozelyn Farm at the time mak-

ing what was to be her first class- 
leading record as a three-year-old.” 

Upon acceptance into its sampling 
system, Able was moved to Select Sires 
in late 1979. Members of Western 
Guernsey Sires were the only breeders 
to use him in 1980, with semen being 
distributed to 44 herds, in eight west- 
ern states. 

“Based on early sampling daugh- 
ters in these herds, we made arrange- 
ments to bring Able back into the stud 
after his initial proof in January 1984

and start collecting more semen,” says 
Hecker. “We released semen in the fall 
of 1984 after he jumped to +900PD for 
milk on his July sire summary. 

“I went out and saw a bunch of his 
daughters after he got his proof. Re- 
ports were somewhat mixed about the 
udders on daughters of this new pro- 
duction specialist,” cautions Hecker. 
“I think it is like any high-milk bull. 
Udders are going to be closely scruti- 
nized.” 

After viewing 25 daughters in eight 
herds in Washington and Oregon, 
Hecker was reassured that the udders 
were sounder than reports had indi- 
cated. He was very impressed with the 
dairyness and overall balance that this 
high-PD bull transmitted.

Hecker again saw the Able daugh- 
ters during the 1985 National Guern- 
sey Convention in Colorado. He also 
saw “"Dixie”, now housed at W. Dean 
Forsyth’s Guerndean Farm, co-owner 
with Rozelyn Farm. “I was at Guerndean 
prior to the convention and then later 
when the convention tour took me 
there again. The whole cow family was 
on display; the cow, her daughters, 
and granddaughters plus two Ables.” 

Hecker emphasizes that “Dixie” re- 
ally looked good at the time. “She was 
10 years old and had just been scored 
‘Excellent’ for the third time. At one 
point, I was concerned about her udder 
but it had held up exceptionally well 
over the years, especially for all the 
milk that had gone through it!” 

A Guerndean Farm brochure that 
was prepared for the convention neatly 
outlined Dixie’s impact on the herd 
and the breed with eight sons in AI It 
remains in Hecker's files in his former 
office. In his own handwriting are the 
records on the two Guerndean Able 
daughters: Guerndean Able Brook (NC) 
2-7 303D 15,830M 3.65% 576F and 
Guerndean Able Darling (NC) with 2-9 
365D 16,150M 4.58% 739F. 

The opportunity to see these daugh- 
ters plus the impressive cow family 
stimulated further interest in Able 


semen purchases among some of the 
most prominent Guernsey breeders at 
the convention. 

“Many came away very impressed,” 
suggests Hecker. “Over the years the 
whole family had blossomed with class- 
leading records and several sons and 
grandsons in Al sampling programs. It 
was evident in what they saw.” 

A vote of confidence in Able’s im- 
pact came again a year later. “Dixie” 
was a finalist in the Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Journal“Great Cow” contest, plac- 
ing eighth in the final lineup. 

“She was one of the youngest cows 
nominated and Guernsey supporters 
admired her enough to vote for her 
along with the greats like Judy Jean, 
Lori, Faye and Darimost Jean,” lists 
Hecker. “In case your wondering, | 
voted for “Dixie too!” 

In the shadows of this publicity, 
second crop daughters of Able were 
freshening in late 1987 and early 1988 
with a slightly different type pattern 
emerging, according to the now retired 
sire analyst. Hecker retired April 1, 
1987.“When the second crop of daugh- 
ters came out we saw a little different 
type pattern. That is probably the reason 
for Able’s plus type proofin July 1988. 
Knowing a bull's true breeding pat- 
tern, he will do a much better job and 
that is what has happened and is still 
happening.” 

In summing up, Able’s impact on 
the breed he has four significant ele- 
ments in his favor: 

1.) He comes from a long-lived cow 
family, “Dixie” is 14 1/2 years old. 

2.) His sire summary is one of only 
a few that remained relatively con- 
stant and strong with the addition of 
second crop daughters. 

3.) Nearly 50,000 units of semen 
has already been marketed to Guern- 
sey breeders. 

4.) He is still readily available and 
being widely used. 

Hecker concluded, “It is probably 
unfortunate that we did not sample a 
few sons of him but as it turned out we 
now have some fancy high-indexing 
daughters to use as bull mothers. Able 
grandsons may have more ofa bearing 
on the breed than he himself will!”

During the Dry Period 

Many farms will dry off quite a few 
cows during the next three to four months. 
To attain maximum milk yields, mini- 
mize mastitis problems after calving, 
and avoid breeding problems, precau- 
tions at drying-off and during the dry 
period are necessary. 

At drying-off, administer dry cow 
treatment to all quarters using clean, 
hygienic procedures. Start with clean 
teats. Dip teats in an effective teat dip 
and dry with a single service towel. Next, 
scrub the teat end with an alcohol pad. 
Insert the clean, uncontaminated can- 
nula no more than 1/4 inch into the teat 
canal. After treatment, dip teats again. 
Turn dry cows out into a dry pasture 
which has no ponds or swampy areas. 
Pay attention to the feeding program. 
Cows should have body condition scores 
of 3.0-3.5 at drying-off and 3.5-4.0 at 
calving. 

Cows should not lose condition dur- 
ing the dry period. This often means 
feeding two to six pounds of grain per 
day, throughout the dry period and may 
mean feeding limited amounts of silage. 
At two-to-three weeks before calving, 
inject cows with selenium/vitamin E 
and introduce 20-30 pounds corn silage 
per day, but also continue feeding at 
least six-to-eight pounds mixed or grass 
hay. 

Cows should calve on pasture or in 
amaternity stall bedded with clean straw, 
but not sawdust or shavings. Stalls must 
be clean.

Effects of Production on 


Reproductive Performance 

During early lactation, the rate of in- 
crease in milk production exceeds that of 
feed intake. Higher producing cows ex- 
perience a greater feed intake deficit, 
thus a more severe negative energy bal- 
ance. 

A prolonged negative energy balance 
causes cows to mobilize body tissue stores 
of energy, primarily in the form of body 
fat. Therefore, high producing cows will 
lose more body condition. 

Normally, cows start showing heats 
between 15 and 50 days after calving. 
The interval to first heat has been re- 
lated positively to milk yield; however, 
the variation among cows suggests that 
other factors in addition to high milk 
production are involved in determining 
the interval to first heat. 

First ovulation (release of the egg 
from the ovary) occurs, on average, 10 
days after maximal negative energy bal- 
ance and thus near peak production. At 
the first ovulation, energy balance dur- 
ing early lactation is the mobilization of 
body reserves. Cows which lose exces- 
sive body condition in early lactation 
appear to be at risk for delayed ovual- 
tion, first breeding and a lower concep- 
tion rate at first breeding.

Letter To The Editor: 


When farmers work on their income 
tax, they realize very fast that we live in 
the computer age. IRS knows more about 
what transactions, social security num- 
ber XYZ has done. We can't hide things. 

The same holds true with our cow- 
producing records. The bull proves are 
real. The estimates had to be changed. 
We now have the "Model Cow Projec- 
tions." Some farmers are still condeming 
the indexes, just numbers, there is no 
uniformity of the cows in the stable and 
so they argue. 

Here are our experiences. We once 
had an outstanding producer in the 70's, 
Lindenhof TC Elivira.. We thought her 
son, would sire great offsprings, but in 
later years the proof showed -800 lbs. 
milk and PTI somewhat better -184 on 
177 daughters. 

We had 10 cows from him on our 
farm, they were nice and uniform. Pro- 
duction was ok, but not outstanding, 
Many cows are single outstanding pro- 
ducers, even giants. But now the com- 
puter will merciless grade the offsprings 
of such great individuals in a very fair 
way. This was not possible 20 years 
back. 

I am amazed how young dairy farm- 
ers see the future and follow the Sire 
Summaries. Production increases are 
their goals. The DHI records give the in- 
centives, besides the overall improved 
income. The "Type Appraisals" getting

better, but uniformity of the whole herd 
is not so important since too many dif- 
ferent sires are in use. 

Here on our farm, we are milking 57 
head. The cows are sired by 23 different 
bulls, five are young sires, with 13 daugh- 
ters fresh. 

The results are gratifing, production 
close to 17,000M and almost 600P. The 
age of the oldest six cows is only around 
six years, but they stay only a very little 
bit above average. The 3, 4, 5 year-olds 
are the top producers and even three 
two-year-olds are predicted above aver- 
age. 

Uniformity is fine, but not a neces- 
sity. Even the one big political system is 
going away from it and expects bigger 
production in the farming enterprise. 
Young careful leadership brings changes. 
Even with our dairy herd changes, comes 
faster with the new select two-year-olds. 

Don't let us ignore the numbers and 
indexes. We are getting results in a 
different way than 20, 30 years ago. The 
computer must be our helper, it will 
guide us in our selection for the herd 
sires of our cows. We are still the manag- 
ers, but be careful, too many minuses 
won't make a plus!

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Higher-Protein Milk Can 


Increase Farmer's Profit 

The value of the protein content of 
milk is increasing relative to the value of 
its butterfat content. Dairy producers 
should keep this trend in mind as they 
choose sires, according to Joe Conlin, 
extension dairy scientist at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. 

“There is an increased world and 
United States demand for nonfat dry 
milk, and less demand for butter and 
milk fat products,” says Conlin. “This 
suggests a need to emphasize protein 
content and cheese yield in the milk of 
daughters as sire selection factors.” 

It is important to look at protein and 
cheese yield in terms of total pounds per 
lactation, and not as a percentage of the 
milk, says Conlin. He suggests using 
bulls rated in the upper 25 percent of the 
breed in terms of the protein and/or 
cheese yield of their daughters’ milk. 

Conlin says government supplies from 
commodity purchases have dwindled to 
nothing for cheese and dry milk, but the 
government still has a large supply of 
butter. 

Changes in the government price 
support system for dairy products which 
began in January 1989 have bolstered 
the value of dry milk relative to butter, 
says Conlin. The government dropped 
the purchase price per pound of butter 
by eight cents and raised the price of dry 
milk by nearly seven cents per pound in 
January 1989. Adjustments last April 
and last July and also this January 
added further to the value of dry milk 
relative to butter. 

“These price adjustments have not 
yet had a major influence on the prices 
dairy farmers receive, because milk prices 
have been well above support price lev- 
els,” Conlin says. “However, the price 
differential for butterfat in most farm- 
level milk checks either changed very 
little or declined in the face of increasing 
milk prices during 1989. As milk prices 
drop to the support level, the influence of 
the differential will be much more no- 
ticeable.” 

Conlin says many milk processors 
are already paying a premium for high- 
protein milk. He predicts that in the near 
future there will be legislative efforts in 
Minnesota and other states to allow price 
discounts when protein is below a cer- 
tain level.

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Record the Flushing 
of Your Cow Properly 


Would you like to avoid the common 
problems and hassles that many Guern- 
sey breeders experience when flushing a 
cow in your herd? Advance planning and 
attention to details can prevent unnec- 
essary frustration and expense. If so, 
take note of the following helpful sugges- 
tions. 

1. Be sure to contact the American 
Guernsey Association (AGA) office before 
the embryo transfer, if the donor dam 
and/or service sire have not been previ- 
ously blood typed. The AGA will need to 
have the registration name and number 
of the individual along with a complete 
mailing address of where the blood typ- 
ing kit needs to be sent. 

2. The AGA office needs to be notified 
if mixed semen from two bulls will be 
used in the same breeding. The AGA 
needs to know in order to assure that 
parentage can be accurately determined 
for the resulting calves. If this informa- 
tion is not provided before the flushing 
the parentage might not be determined 
and the calves would not be eligible for 
registration. The AGA will analyze the 
possible combinations (at a cost) and 
send the combinations that will produce 
distinguishable offspring to the dairy- 
man. 

3. The owner of the donor dam must 
file a Certificate of Embryo Recovery & 
Transfer (three carbon form) with the 
AGA. This form needs to be submitted 
when the recipients have been checked 
pregnant and before the resulting calves 
are registered. The transplant techni- 
cian must certify to the date of the 
service, service sire, date of transplant 
and identity of the recipient animals. 
The owner needs to sign the form, taking 
full responsibility for the accuracy of the 
information supplied. If the application 
is received in the AGA office within 120 
days from the date of the transplant the 
fee is $20, after 120 days the fee is $30 
(per flush). A Certificate of Embryo Trans- 
fer card will be issued for each embryo 
with an invoice for the amount due, if no 
fees have been previously received. 

4. In the instance of an embryo being 
sold in a recipient or frozen, the owner of 
the embryo must complete and sign a 
transfer application and return it to the 
AGA office along with the Certificate of 
Embryo Transfer card and the transfer 
fee. The transfer of ownership will then 
be recorded by the AGA and on the 
Certificate of Embryo Transfer card. This 
card is returned to the first embryo 
owner who is responsible for passing it 
on to the current owner. 

5. When registering embryo transfer 
offspring the registration application needs 
to be signed by the last recorded owner of 
the embryo at the time of the resulting 
calf was born. The Certificate of Embryo 
Transfer card must be attached to the 
corresponding registration application 
when it is submitted to the AGA.
